Official: Sliced 
fuiids may slow 
AIDS research 

WASHINGTON (AP) —The Bush 
adminislraiion'.s proposed spending 
on AIDS research next year, less than 
sought by federal 'researchers, will re- 
sult in slower work toward a potential 
cure, a lop health official said Mon- 
day. 

’’Scientifically, we’re not able to do 
everything we feel is justified," Dr. 
Anthony S.' Paucirassociate-diTectqr* 
for Albs research at the National In- 
stitutes of Health, said. Fauci com- 
mcmed under questioning about the 
impact of the Bush budget proposal in 
a hearing by the House ^ergy and 
Commerce Committee’s subcommit- 
tee on health and the environment. 

The administration’s proposed bud- 
get for fiscal 1993 recommends $873 
million in AIDS research spending by 
NIH. well below the nearly $1.2 bil- 
lion level sought. 

Total goyemmeni spending on 
AIDS research is larger, however. 
Work done by other federal agencies 
pushes the figure to SI. 5 billion, Fauci 
said.

House rejects licensing proposal Legislative log 


BOISE (AP) — ^ The Idaho House 
ha.x decid^ against a proposal to 
change all references in state law from 
teaching cenificaies to teacher licens- 
es. Several lawmakers said they, didn't 
understand the legislation as the 
House voted 44-38 Monday to kill the 
hill sponsored by Sondpoinl Democrat 
Monica Beaudoin, a school teacher. 

She asked a change in the designa- 
tion "certificates” to teacher "licens- 
c.x” so teachers w ho wish could apply 
for cenificatton from a national orga- 
nization. But opponents said there was 


no pressing need for the change and 
urged House members to veject the 
proposal for further study. 

. .'T've allied some superintendents 
and principals, and none . of them 
know what the issue is. why we are 
doing it.” said Rep. Jim Kemplon, R- 
Albion. 

Some lawmakers argued that there's 
a difference between a cenificate-and- 
a license. "Licensure gives you pa*- 
mission to do something. Certification 
says you meet rariain standards,” said 
Rcp^Bill’Sali, K-Meridion. 


"It's my feeling that this is a little 
, more than it seems on the surface," 
said Rep. Phil Childers, R-Boise. 

Rep. Hcrm .Sieger, R-Boisc, retired 
school principal, said national rartifl- 
cation will allow teachers to seek 
recognition according to national stan- 
dards. 

"There is no indication that they 
-would be entitled to greater salary or- 
anyihing else.” he said, urging House 
members to get over the idea that he 
and other sponsors were trying io slip'
